of Early Covina Days 


An early evening fog rolling in made us appreciate our first 


open fire, and we settled down with book and pipe to enjoy a 
quiet evening. We had just chalked up the first murder when 
the doorbell rang. It was Old Neighbor to ask us about Covina's 
fifty-first birthday patty, and we spent the evening discussing 
old tunes and old-timers in Covina. 


"When we came here in 1884," said*

cery, and Coxie's restaurant. When 
the Buick garage was built, this 
building was moved to East Italia 
street, where it still stands, now 
being occupied by Horn's liquor 
store."

place on East Badillo street.

"Bert Potter also had a blacksmith 


shop in the good old days, and later 
a hardware store." 


"And if you see Pete Eckles," said 


Old Neighbor, "ask him to tell you 
about the time 'boy shoot 'em or- 
ange' at Hop Sing Lee, who ran the 
laundry on East Badillo near Grand 
avenue. Judge Charley Parker's de- 
cision in that case established a fa- 
vorable precedent for Covina boys." 


Well, we thought of a lot of things 


about the old town, and we agreed 
that to qualify as a real old-timer, 
you should remember: 


When the reservoir broke dur- 


ing heavy rains and 'flooded the 
town, the basement of McBride's 
hardware (now Hurley Brothers) 
was completely awash, and Warner 
Brothers across the street banked 
the front of their grocery with

• with a fellow mission worker, 


he latest news of the condition 


of Arnolis Hayman and his compan-

R. Bosshardt, came in a Reuter 


dispatch in the London Times dated 
Peiping, China, August 23, as fol- 
lows: 


"Hopes that A. Hayman and R. A. 


Bosshardt, the two British mission- 
aries captured by bandits last Octo- 
ber, 
would regain their freedom by 


the end of August have received an 
eleventh-hour setback. Messengers 
who went into the camp of their 
captors some days ago to conclude 
negotiations for their liberation and 
arrange for an exchange of money 
for the prisoners, have returned with 
bad news. 


"The 
messengers declare that the 


attitude of the bandits has hardened. 
They have refused to accept the sum 
previously agreed upon and are de- 
manding a much higher amount." 


Later information, in a cablegram 


from Shanghai, received by the for- 
eign mission board at Los Angeles, 
says that there is a possibility that 
ransom negotiations may be resumed 
and that it is because of the physical 
condition of the two prisoners that 
their captors are anxious to conclude 
the exchange. It as also learned that

Mr. Damerel, a resident of the Covina valley for over forty i ;cai diseases found in some parts of 


years, is known as one of southern California's successful citrus j the world. The natives are friendly 
growers and shippers. In addition to his extensive groves he 
operates, under the firm name of Damerel and Allison, two large 
packing plants in this district. He is also president of the San 
Dimas Lemon association. His findings as to the orange industry 
in Australia, as set forth in this article, will be of particular in- 
terest to the citrus growers of the valley. 


We left Los Angeles harbor on the 


S. S. Monterey, of the Malson line. 
This boat, which is one of the best 
on any Pacific ocean run, had a full 
passenger list and carried a capacity 
of freight and cargo. We were seven 
hours and fifteen minutes late in 
sailing time because of the loading 
of the heavy cargo. This made a rec- 
ord for the ship for over three years 
of service, and surely indicates the 
return of better limes. 


The Monterey is one of the many

The groves all showed the lack 
of rain and there were large quanti- 
ties .of navels on the ground.

We 
had tho pleasure of dining at the first 
officer's table, and had an opportun- 
ity of becoming acquainted with 
Harold Gatty, who as you know ac- 
companied Wiley Post on the eight- 
day flight around the world. He is 
now connected with the Pan-Ameri- 
can airways and is devoting his time 
in perfecting routes and terminals 
over the Pacific. He predicted that 
within a year his company will be 
running on regular schedule to Ja- 
pan and China via Honolulu and 
Midway islands, and south from 
Honolulu to New Zealand. 


One of the passengers lost a birth- 


day because of dropping a day and 
thus gained a year. A lady aboard 
vowed that she felt a bump when 
crossing the equator. We were 8200 
miles from home at Melbourne, Aus- 
tralia, and were out of touch with 
affairs at home for nearly six weeks.

Boulder Power 
Line to Enter 
County Area 


Construction of the Boulder power 


line across the upper San Gabriel 
valley will be under way in Los 
Angeles county within a week or 
ten days, barring unforeseen delays, 
according to the Los Angeles depart- 
ment of water and power. 


The transmission line in Los An- 


geles county will be a single line of 
towers, while thru the desert areas, 
where land is cheaper, a wider right 
of way is acquired and a double line 
of towers supports the heavy hollow 
copper wires. 
' 


Equipment used in construction of ] 


the line now is concentrated near the 
San Bernardino county line. First 
operation is to sink holes four feet 
in diameter and nine feet deep for 
the footings for the towers. The 
towers, which are to be built in Los 
Angeles county, are 144 feet high, 
and constructed of galvanized high 
tensile steel, weighing about seven 
tons each. 


Next step after footings are pour- 


ed and the concrete set is erection 
of the steel towers. Later a third 
gang strings the heavy copper cable.

Mechanized Journalism— 


A pitying smile generally greets the old- 


ster's remark that there were powerful writ- 
ers for newspapers in the generations gone, 
such writers as are not being developed today. 


But 'here are many to bear us out in the 


statement, including good teachers of jour- 
nalism in the colleges who have access to the 
editorial and special news-feature articles of 
several decades ago. It seems that the great 
metropolitan papers continue to become more 
and more a marvel in typography, in color 
printing, in photo reproduction, in she and 
rapidity of production. And, to our mind, less 
interesting, less individualistic, devoid of bril- 
liancy and daring. 


Most of the preserved copies of old-time 


newspapers are pitiable 
construction. 
And the 


wouldn't make enough for one section of a 
modern newspaper. But they contained mes- 
sages that still ring thru the pages of Ameri- 
can history. They dared to express forthright 
opinions, something that today is considered 
rather poor business policy. They dared to 
be humorous, now largely taboo because hu- 
mor can be misinterpreted. They dared to 
strike a moral note, something now quite out 
of the mode. 


Those newspapers made many readers an-

Not merely to shuffle thru the maze of 
pages, as now, and yawn. 


Voices That Cry, 
"Sleep No More"— 


Mrs. Jack Vallely, able, brillinat speaker 


this year in the evening high school lec- 
ture series, quotes and expounds from H. G. 
Wells, English economist and novelist, who 
lately gave us his evaluation in "The New 
American and the New World." 


"Over against the raucous voices are the 


inconsistent, inexplicit men," is the quotation 
upon which she expanded at a recent even- 
ing review. Wells was moved to some aston- 
ishment and wonder, mixed with implied dis- 
approval, when he met or heard such men as 
Huey Long, Father Coughlin, General John- 
son, and others most vocal in our present-day 
political melee. 


We become easily surfeited of raucous pub- 


lic debate and rough-and-tumble, catch-as- 
catch-can tactics in the legislatixre arenas. But 
we should not judge them altogether by the 
volume of noise. 


There is nothing so irritating and madden- 


ing as unnecessary noise, but are these rau- 
cous voices unnecessary to our governmental 
advancement? One of these voices has been 
stilled by a bullet, but may we not predict 
that much of that which the voice enunciated 
will continue to influence American political 
philosophy? Who was there crazier than John 
Brown of Ossawattomie, or William Lloyd 
Garrison? And would not Wells have said 
that the voice of Martin Luther was a raucous 
discord in his day? 


If it is harmony we seek instead of harsh 


and grating noises, we should remember what 
Massanet said, that perfect harmony, if at- 
tainable, would be unbearable. 


Wells himself knows, as perhaps no other 


European, that a ruthless searching out of 
our smug political credos is in progress. Men 
are daring to open the "whited sepulchres" 
of government, to challenge the old social or- 
der, even as it has been challenged from time 
to time in all history. Raucous voices are ir- 
ritating to cultured ears, but they have a way 
of getting us off the couch to see what the 
infernal racket is about. And we find they 
are yelling because the world has stopped. 
Whereupon, in order to quiet the uproar, we 
help them to get the world moving again. 


Ethiopian Crisis 
to Be Subject for 
Community Forum 


CAPTAIN DUDLEY S. CORLETT 


Whom War Makes Mad— 


Because a man of twenty-five is strong, am- 


bitious and possessing good earning ability is 
no reason why it should be decided that he 
will live for a hundred years. Life insurance 
rates are based on sound "expectancy" charts 
from information compiled from thousands of 
human life-cycles. 


In the same sense there is no reason to ap- 


praise property at ridiculous values because 
there is a war in progress, or because a real 
estate boom has been started in that area. 
Hundreds of farms in the midwest and north- 
west are mortgaged for more than they would 
bring on sale if sales were possible, according 
to the United States agricultural census fig- 
ures released this week. These mortgages 
were placed on wholly fictitious values, in- 
duced by the war phobia in 1917-18. A chart 
of farm performances over a long period 
would have prevented this absurdity, if con- 
sulted and obeyed by bankers and their in- 
vesting clients. The frightful disparity be- 
tween actual and fictitious values, engender- 
ed by the war, is the major reason for the 
financial distress in the richest farm region in 
America. 
Blanket Crop Control 
Act Unworkable— 


In the control of surplus thru the AAA 


agreements, there is a point concerning the 
citrus growers that should be, and probably 
will be stressed, but which has had little at- 
tention as yet. 


When cotton and wheat and other staples 


were restricted in acreage, the same acreage 
was to some extent turned to raising potatoes 
and other staples. This caused a potato glut, 
and a roar from the large, organized potato 
growers. Congress responded with a hasty 
bit of legislation so ridiculous that it cannot 
be enforced, and is now serving to discredit 
the entire AAA program. 


It is inevitable that where one annually- 


planted crop is restricted another will be sub- 
stituted, causing a surplus in another crop, 
just as water dammed in one direction will 
seek its way out in another. 


But the orchardist cannot do this, for his 


trees are on the ground to stay, to be cared 
for each year regardless of income, or nearly 
so. He will not plant other crops on his soil, 
for lie cannot. 


There arc many "basic principles in crop 


control that are ideal for the orchardist. In 
fact, the citrus and walnut organizations saw 
this Ion- "before there was a federal crop con- 
trol program. Much of the fundamental set- 
up of the national crop control plan was in- 
spired by whal tht citrus growers put into 
operation a number of years ago. 


An analysis of federal crop control, how- 


ever, brings the thought that no blanket legis- 
lation can ever be found satisfactory. There 
is too much variation in conditions in this 
great country. The agricultural adjustment 
act may face the same fate as the NRA, and 
for essentially the same reason. 


"nS-fd^fTsS Enemies From Within- 


The United States department of commerce 


maintains a weekly and monthly graph of ex- 
ported and imported commodities. An accu- 
rate check on the amount of any commodity 
exported to any country is available at all 
times, thanks to a system inaugurated by Her- 
bert Hoover, when he resurrected and made 
effective this department, long moribund. 


Prior to this system it was not possible to 


know quickly and accurately the commodity 
trends in export, or to know the trends of 


temat^onal commerce, incoming and out- 


going. ~rhis serviceVas instituted for trie 
benefit of all world business, and to form one 
of the bases for tariff schedules. 


But it has a valuable by-product in the fact 


that an embargo may be placed which will 
differentiate between the normal flow of any 
commodity to a given area, and its abnormal 
flow in time of war. With the graphs and 
statistics available for last year or for the first 
six months of this year, it is a comparatively 
simple matter to discover whether or not 
Italy may be receiving an abnormal amount 
of cotton, of wheat, of tractors, airplanes, 
arms, ammunition, etc. And, of course, it is 
just as possible to determine if other coun- 
tries are absorbing more than a usual supply, 
which may be purchased for transshipment 
to a warring nation. 


The functioning of the department of com- 


merce in conjunction with the customs ser- 
vice provides an accurate knowledge of un- 
usual commodity fluctuations in world trade. 
Before Hoover reorganized and revitalized 
the department of commerce, no such data 
was available in concise and trustworthy 
form. A separation of the needs of peace and 
the demands of war was not possible, and war 
embargoes were therefore mere gestures, ig- 
nored with virtual impunity by shippers. 


For this reason, and for other good reasons, 


the new neutrality law invoked last week by 
President Roosevelt has real teeth in it, pro- 
vided that federal officials receive orders to 
actually enforce it. If it is enforced, we can. 
keep out of war; if it is not, we will eventually 
be drawn into any and every war, both now 
and in the future. 


A vigorous and powerful protest against the 


enforcement of this law has already been 
voiced to the president by the port managers' 
association, which, of course, is speaking for 
powerful exporters and industrialists, who, 
from time immemorial have been unmoral, so 
far as trade is concerned. 


No man or concern can possibly be said to 


have the welfare of his country at heart who 
would wilfully involve it in war, or greatly 
endanger its neutrality by engaging in a trade 
that identifies us with a warring nation. Any 
statement that they stand ready to furnish 
commodities impartially to both sides is mere 
subterfuge. In modern wars this is seldom 
possible, and were it possible it would result 
in just as many or more sinkings of our ves- 
sels 011 the seas. 


The most sinister enemy this country has 


at this time is the man or concern attempting 
to break down the neutrality embargoes. That 
they will have plenty of secret support with- 
in the country and from without, does not 
alter the unholy fact of the dangerous and 
cynical disregard of the safety and serenity 
of the American people. 


Any money gained by selling the imple- 


ments and necessities of war is deeply dyed in 
blood. First, it is stained with the blood of 
unknown youths on 
foreign 
battlefields. 


Later, it is bathed in the crimson stream that 
flows from the veins of American manhood, 
called once more to fight because American 
greed will not forego a temporary profit, a 
profit which melts away as soon as the world 
begins to bind up its wounds and count the 
bitter cost. 


The speaker in the community

Selassie. He was in close touch with 
eastern peoples, their religion, and 
customs, and made a special study 
of archaeology and ancient philoso- 
phies. He is the author of^many 


! magazine articles and has spoken 


! before numerous educational insti- 
tutions, museums and clubs. 
| The last two speakers before the 
Monday night forum, Mrs. Jack Val- 
lely and Dr. William B. Munro, have 
each told of their acquaintance with 


I Capt. Corlett and stressed the pri- 
! vilege accorded the community in 


j the visit of this distinguished Bri- 
itisher. They further stated that he 
had a very informing and pertinent 
message. 


In view of the delicate situation 


| existing in European affairs at the 
present time, this promises to be one 
of the most valuable meetings in the 
forum program. 


Capt. Corlett is bringing a group 


of slides giving views of the geo- 
graphy of Ethiopia and the mode of 
life of its people. These will be 
shown after the lecture and will 
supplement the remarks which he 
has about Ethiopia.

Drunkenness Causes 
Major Arrests 


'. Drunkenness was responsible for 
nearly half of the more than 10,000 
arrests made by the Los Angeles 
county sheriff's office during the year 
1934-35, according to Sheriff Eugene 
Biscailuz' report on file this week 
with the board of supervisors. Motor 
vehicle act violations brought 945 
arrests, the report cited. 


Of 16,065 prisoners held in the 


county jail during the year, 6846 had 
resided in the county nine or more 
years, while 2735 had been less than 
a year in the county at the time of 
their arrest. 


More than 1,000,000 meals were 


served in the jail during the year at 
a cost of $108,220, or an average of 
ten cents per meal.

Members of Men's 
Class Hear Talk 
on Ethiopia 


Members of the men's class of the 


Baptist church held a round-table 
forum Friday evening at the home 
of W. Q. Custer, with Robert John- 
ston, instructor in history at the high 
school, as the leader in the discus- 
sion. 


Following an introduction of those 


present, in which each member told 
his birthplace and age, Mr. Johnston 
gave an outline of the historical set- 
ting of Ethiopia and the countries 
where warclouds are now hovering, 
showing the incidents that brought 
about the present dispute, tracing 
some of these causes back for several 
hundred years. He also described 
the territory where the fighting is 
now going on, the obstacles the Ital- 
ian army would have to overcome 
and the difficulties the Ethiopians 
are facing in their efforts to defend 
their country against the invaders. 


Mr. Johnston also pointed out the 


dangers of this new war to the other 
countries of Europe and how they 
would be affected by the outcome of 
the fight between Italy and Ethiopia, 
showing by means of a map of the 
country involved what victory to 
either nation would mean to the 
travel routes thru which the other 
nations carry on then- import and 
export trade. He also explained the 
operation of the Suez canal and what 
it means in this conflict, giving its 
history and a description of the 
country thru which it passes.

Plans for Santa 
Fe Crossings 
Discussed 


From one to three months would 


be required to prepare plans for 
grade separation structures 
over 


railroad lines at Irwindale avenue 
and Foothill boulevard, according to 
a report of the Los Angeles Courtly 
Traffic association, on file this week 
with the Los Angeles city council. 


Plans for the Foothill boulevard 


separation, on state highway No. 9, 
could be completed in thirty days, 
the report states. Some right of way 
is needed and there would be some 
damages to pay to owners of sur- 
rounding land, but estimated cost of 
the project is placed at $150,000. 


Twenty-three trains pass the vehi- 


cular crossing daily, and 11,982 vehi- 
cles cross the tracks, on an average, 
during a sixteen-hour period, ac- 
cording to a traffic check. 


Ninety days would be required to 


complete plans for the Irwindale 
avenue crossing over the main line 
of the Santa Fe, the report states. 
There are 25 trains daily and 1000 
vehicles that pass this crossing hi a 
16-hour period. 


Right of way for this project is 


clear, and there would be no dam- 
ages to pay. Only protection at pres- 
ent one wig-wag signal .and one 
sign, "railroad crossing," the report 
states. Estimated cost of this project 
is $150,000.

"Should we amend the constitu- 


tion?" "Yes, if it needs it, but not 
lightly." In this manner did Pro- 
fessor William B. Munro of the Cali- 
fornia Institute of Technology sum 
up the substance of his lecture at 
the Monday night forum of the ev- 
ening high school on October 14. 


Mr. Munro opened his lecture with 


a review of the building of the con- 
stitution, stating that it was drawn 
by fifty-five men who were a rep- 
resentative group of their time and 
that they were characteristic of such 
a group selected at any time. 


Out of the deliberations of this 


group came one of the most remark- 
able documents of all time, the con- 
stitution. It is short, being made up 
of 4000 words grouped in eighty-four 
sentences, and can be read in 25 
minutes. It is remarkable for its 
simplicity and all-inclusiveness. 


There have been something over 


two hundred amendments to the 
constitution proposed and of these 
only twenty-one have been enacted. 
In view of the few times that it has 
been amended its suitability for the 
conditions for which it was designed 
is demonstrated. 


The lecture of Professor Munro 


drew a large and attentive audience 
and lively discussion followed his 
talk. 


The recent decision by which the 


N.R.A. was declared unconstitutional 
was based on the infringement of 
the national government on the right 
of a state to transact business wholly 
within the limit of that state. The 
opinion was expressed that other 
measures of the New Deal would be 
found unconstitutional, and that at 
least two, the A.A.A. and the T.V.A., 
would be sustained.

Last Friday afternoon some sixty

In be- 
ginning his talk Mr. Wright quoted 
iloger Babson's recent statement that 
'What this country needs is a gonu- 
ne revival of religion, which would 
jring common honesty, integrity, ob- 
servance of law, and common de- 
cency. Christianity is one of the na- 
tural resources of life, an unchange- 
able fact of life." 


Then turning to the ethical and 


moral aspects of the last legislature, 
Mr. Wright, who was chairman of 
ihe morals committee in the assem- 
bly, told of the constant fight of the 
committee to curb bad suggested 
laws and to foster and encourage 
good laws.

Wheeler, state president of the W. C. 
T. U., who spent a good deal of time 
keeping in touch with legislative 
work at Sacramento. Among the 
moral laws put into effect, Mr.

curity act.

Reorganization of 
Flood Control 
Office Proposed 


Another re-organization of the 


flood control district personnel, the 
second within a year, was proposed 
to the board of supervisors this week 
by C. H. Howell, chief county flood 
control engineer. 


Howell, who was brought here 


from out of state at the instance of 
Chairman H. C. Legg of the board, 
replaced Samuel M. Fisher of Covina 
as chief engineer.

nor Neely seemed in his best~form. 
Several long punts, however, reveal- 
ed Nichols' kicking ability. Hutchi- 
son did some nice defensive work 
at halfback. On the line Bob Keene 
played the outstanding game of the 
day for the Colts. His speed in 
breaking thru to tackle runners, 
coupled with his fine work as re- 
ceiver of a number of completed 
forward passes, gave him the unoffi- 
cial title of the most valuable player 
of the day.
